scores of years. 
For centuries this 
question has 
been 
answered

both synagogue and the church in 
a very simple way, not altogether 
free from superstition. 
Not until 
the 
rise 
of 
modern 
scientific 
thought, 
particularly 
within 
the 
last two hundred years, was the 
true story of the origin of the 
Scriptures 
discovered. 
We 
are 
told of this in “Unravelling the 
Book 
of 
Books” 
by 
Ernest 
R. 
Trattner. 
The book begins with a history 
of Biblical text criticism and goes 
on to the history of the Rib!© it­ 
self. 
Without 
hostility 
or 
con­ 
tentiousness, 
In 
a 
spirit 
truly 
reverent, he tells the truth, as far 
as hitherto ascertained, about the 
origin and gradual development of 
the 
writings 
that 
have 
become 
sacred to two of the world's great 
religions. Having described the la­ 
borious toil by which a long line 
of students of many nations finally 
succeeded in unravelling the vari­ 
ous threads that had gone into the 
weaving of the work known to us 
as the Pentateuch, he goes on to 
the other books of the Old Testa­ 
ment, and then to those of the 
New Testament. 
Frank and Fearless 
This discussion of the origin and 
authenticity of the Scriptures Is 
frank and fearless, yet the author 
takes the position that tho Bible 
has no more to fear from analysis 
than the mountains have to fear 
from geology or the stars from 
astronomy. 
At a time like the 
present when the spirit of honest 
inquiry Is abroad, a book like this. 
which traces the composition of the 
various parts of the Bible and the 
textual changes that rn >y be found 
In different editions, Is tremend­ 
ously important. 
It is a treasure 
house of Biblical information snd 
in no way does it sock to lesson 
the value of the Bible as a foun­ 
tain of religious Inspiration and 
our safest guide of life. 
To the many admirers of Bonn 
Byrne,
